4,| onists, Palm Beach has always been lavish in the provision it 
| has made for its devotees. Even those who come down from 
the North before the season has really started find ample 
<| opportunity for their daily round, for at least four courses, 


were opened almost simultaneously with the arrival of the 
first comers. It is true that at two of the clubs only nine holes and 
temporary greens were in play for the first couple of weeks, but that 
was enough to keep the zealots in good humor, until the full rounds 
were thrown open. 

Play first started at the Palm Beach Golf club on the Breakers- 
Poinciana grounds on Dec. 9, the full eighteen holes being thrown open 
a week later. Extensive changes have been made in the lay-out since 
last winter, and the course has been brought up to championship form. 

The work was done according to the best golf-course engineering 
practice, carried out by an erticient staff. The round has been length- 
ened to 5,591 yards, par now being 69. This is an addition of but one 
stroke to the former par, but when the additional yardage is taken into 
consideration, it is possible to get an idea of the many radical improve- 
ments which have been made. 

All the former sand greens and tees have been sodded. The old 
palmetto-leaf screens have been done away with, and natural shrubbery 
substituted. Many changes have been made in the third hole, extend- 
ing from the beach to Palm Beach avenue, and the finished job will 
satisfy the most exacting golfer. 

This hole was formerly a center of congestion, but with the new 
design and the changing of the par from 3 to 4, there has been no 
complaints on this score so far this season. 

The tee on the first hole has been moved back twenty-five yards 
so that it is now north of the clubhouse and directly off the porch. 
‘The second hole has been lengthened considerably and an entirely new 
green built. The seventh hole running along the beach has been im-

proved, the green enlarged and the slopes moderated. 


The renovated eleventh is already known as a score-spoiler. With 
the new bunker arrangement and the small but rather long green, it is 
proving very tricky and 1s testing the mettle or the best of them. 
‘this hole is sixty yards longer than last year. 


The twelfth, formerly a mashie shot, has been graduated into the 
jigger or number three iron class, the yardage having been increased 
trom 135 to 161, while 150 yards is about the lhmit for a mashie shot. 

The green on the 1ourteenth has been removed fifteen or twenty 
paces to tne left ot the old one, which brings the bunker more into play. 
A bunker has been added on the fair way ot the sixteenth, which 
noticeably accentuates the dog-leg etftect. 

No statf changes have been made since last year. Gordon Smith, 
secretary and manager or the ralm beach Country club, is in charge 
of the course of the Palm Beach Golt club, and E. Thompson Starr is 
secretary. Bessie W. Fenn is professional in charge and Wilbur J. 
Hutchinson is cashier. ‘lhe protessionals are George Kelly, George M. 
Gordon, Dennis O’Connell and Johnny Flattery. Charles H. Keyes is 
starter and John Walsh caddy-master. 

The course will be the scene of at least three tournaments this sea- 
son, the dates of two, the Lake Worth tournament and the South 
Florida championship, being already tixed. The former takes place 
during the week of Jan. 20 and the latter the week of Feb. 10. The 
date of the third, the tournament of the Old Guard Society of Palm 
Beach golfers, had not been announced up to the time of going to press. 

Among those who have been playing regularly on the course since 
it opened are Mrs. Nettie E. Livermore, Elmer Jordan, Mrs. John Shep- 
ard, Jr., Mrs. W. Seward Webb, Harl Perry Charlton, Frank V. Skiff, 
Nathan D. Bill, Dr. Frederick K. Ream, Mr. and Mrs. Earl E. Lieder- 
man, Mr. and Mrs. Stephen Lane Folger, Thomas Goodwin, E. A. Reid, 
Loring Q. White, Dr. Edward T. Martin, the Rey. Dr. Charles Temple, 
George T. McCarthy, George T. McCarthy, Jr., Harold E. Ferguson and 
John Demarest. 

The Palm Beach Country club opened on New Year’s day, when the 
Misses Sonya and Audrey Phipps, daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Carnegie Phipps, drove off from the first tee and went around in a 
twosome. They were followed by Mr. and Mrs. J. Lester Corya, other 
players iollowing in rapid succession. 

This was the earliest date for commencement of play at the north 
end club for many years, and was twenty days earlier than last year’s 
opening. This is due to the fact that relatively little work had to be 
done this year, on account of the pervailing favorable weather condi- 
tions during the past summer. 

With one exception there have been no changes in the professional 
staff since last season. It consists of Louis B. Forte, Joseph Fuller, 
Fred McCreery and George Thorpe. Ernest Hoffman is in charge of 
the restaurant. 

Three important tournaments are scheduled for play at the Country 
club course. The first is the Artists’ and Writers’ tourney starting 
Jan. 20 which will again bring to the resort some of the most famous 
names in the country. It will be followed by the Woman’s Champion- 
ship of Florida, scheduled for the week of Feb. 17. The championship 
of Palm Beach will be thrashed out during the week of March 3. 

Also opening on New Year’s day was the Everglades Club course, 
with the Princess de Braganza among the first starters, playing against 
Mrs. J. Philip Benkard. For several weeks previously players on this 
course had been using nine holes and temporary greens, and when the 
full eighteen holes were thrown open on the first day of the year mem- 
bers found that golf at its best had been provided for them. 

Again the professional staff remains unchanged. Arthur Goss is 
the professional, assisted by Alec Tait. Clyde Bowser is in charge of 
the shop, James Fleming supervises the locker room and Ben Berry is 
the starter. 

Among the players on opening day were Countess Raoul de Roussy 
de Salles, David L. Luke, David L. Luke Jr., Miss Mary A. Luke, Mrs. 
W. Seward Webb, Mrs. John Shepard Jr., Mr. and Mrs. Allen Price 
Kirby, Miss Ruth Dennison, Dr. Edward T. Martin, A. J. Brosseau, 
Mrs. George Sykes Wallen, Mr. and Mrs. Gail G. Grant, A. B. Fernald, 
Dr. Charles C. Morrison Jr., Arthur Somers Roche and Littleton Fox Jr. 

Another New Year’s day opening of special interest was the initial 
bow of the new Seminole Golf club, on the ocean front between Kelsey 
City and Jupiter. The club was established last spring, and in April 
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work was started on the course, already said to be the finest in the 
South. It was designed by Donald Ross, one of the leaders in his pro- 
fession, who has employed an unique idea which has only been tried 
out once before. Tees are marked with red, white and blue markers. 
Players using the red course tee off at the red markers, while the 
white and blue courses are played from the white and the blue markers. 
All tees are unusually long, the red markers being placed well to the 
fore, the white markers half way back and the blue ones to the extreme 
rear, the result being that the yardage of the white course is consider- 
ably greater than that of the red, and the blue longer than either. 
The red course is 5900 yards, the white course 6200 and the blue 6500 
yards. 

Gil Nichols is the professional. He is assisted by Basil Finn. Both 
Mr. Nichols and Mr. Finn are connected during the summer with the 
Deepdale Country club in Great Neck, L. I., formerly the private club 
of William K. Vanderbilt and generally recognized as one of the 
smartest of the Eastern clubs. Mr. Ralph W. Shaw, manager of Deep- 
dale, as well as of the Dunes club in Narragansett, R. I., is manager of 
the Seminole club, and V. R. Russeau is superintendent of grounds. 

A drive almost a mile long leads from the Dixie Highway to the 
club house. The approach is through an extensive fore court with a 
circular drive surrounding a large bed of tropical foliage. The entrance 
to the building is through a wrought iron grill and a massive door of 
pecky cypress, surmounted by a sun dial, supported by a Seminole 
indian and dolphin motif. Broad tile steps lead upward to an immense 
tlagged patio, with sea-grapes and palms here and there, and a well- 
like fountain in the center. Under the eaves are eight blue moons for 
flood-lighting. 

At the right of the patio is a covered gallery leading to the dining 
loggia, with windows overlooking the beach and the ocean. The murals 
show groups of aboriginees greeting the first white voyagers. The 
ceiling is criss-crossed with heavy beams of pecky cypress. The fur- 
niture is of bamboo. A banquette takes up the entire length of the 
east wall. 

An antique wooden grille separates this apartment from the adjoin- 
ing card loggia, from which a door in the east wall opens onto a path 
leading to the beach. The next room is the men’s locker room taking 
up the entive north wing of the building. Lockers of California white 
pine with pine knots line the entire length of the north and the south 
walls, surmounted by a double bank of windows. The ceiling, two stories 
high, is beamed with pecky cypress, while the floor simulates the old- 
fashioned wide-board floors held with wooden-pegs, and is covered with 
a rug of gold color. At the west end is a capacious fireplace. 

Doors at the west end give onto a broad loggia over looking the 
swimming pool and the links. A solarium is located on the roof. The 
women’s lockei' room is in the east wing. The swimming pool, fifty 
by eighty feet and ten feet deep is to the west of the patio. 

Members of the board of directors include Edward F. Hutton, Martin 
Sweeny, Warner L. Jones, J. Gordon Douglas, Milton W. Holden, Hunter 
S. Marston and Barclay H. Warburton.

Both the Palm Beach Tennis club on the Poinciana grounds and the 
courts at the Everglades club weve opened for play on New Year’s day, 
with no changes in the professional staffs since last year. At the Palm 
Beach Tennis club George Agutta and Warren Kruger were both on 
hand for the opening, as were James Bevans and Martin Simmons at 
the Everglades club. 

The present season’s program at the Palm Beach Tennis club calls 
for three weeks of tournament tennis, commencing Feb. 24 and ending 
March 14. The first of the tournaments is for the championship of 
Florida, women’s singles and doubles, from Feb. 24 to March 1. It 
will be followed the next week by the championship of Florida, men’s 
singles and doubles. During the final week the Southern Professional 
championship will be staged. 

It is practically assured that five of the country’s seven ranking 
tennis players will play on the club’s courts during this season. These 
include Francis T. Hunter, present champion of Florida; Johnny Hen- 
nessey, runner-up in last year’s match; John Van Ryn, Wilmer Allison 
and Fritz Mercur, all of whom competed here last year, and who are 
expected to enter this year’s contest. 

It is also understood there is an excellent chance of Bill Tilden, 
national champion, visiting the resort, as well as George M. Lott Jr., 
John Doeg, Vincent Richards and Charles M. Wood. 

John Van Ryn and Wilmer Allison have been star performers in 
some of the greatest events of the 1929 season, and have won for them- 
selves even higher niches in the Tennis Hall of Fame. Former court 
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stars of Princeton University and the University of Texas respectively, 
they won at the same time, the Wimbledon doubles championship and 
undying fame, by defeating the vigorous English pair, Gregory and Col- 
lins. They also defeated the almost impregnable team of Henri Cochet 
and Jean Borotra in the Davis Cup challenge round. 

John Doeg, one of the most promising of the youngsters, displayed 
some of the most brilliant tennis of the year when, paired with George 
M. Lott Jr., they won the national doubles title by defeating White and 
Bell. 

The lion-hearted battle put up by Lott against Henri Cochet during 
the Davis Cup matches is an epic of tennis history. The United States 
was unable to Tift the trophy, the final outcome being dependent on the 
fifth match between Lott and the formidable Cochet. Although the 
latter triumphed in four sets, Lott’s gameness during the entire grind is 
unforgetable. 

The regaining of the national championship by William T. Tilden, 
playing against Francis T. Hunter, is still fresh in the memories of 
tennis fans. Hunter, paired with Helen Wills, put up one of his finest 
battles when this duo defeated the English team of Joan Fry and I. G. 
Collins, thereby annexing one of the three Wimbledon cahmpionships, 
which, out of a total of five, fell to the lot of the United States, 

The present woman champion of Florida is Eleanor Goss, who suc- 
cessfully defended her title last season against Eleanor Cottman. The 
male title-holder is Vincent Richards, who in last year’s contest defeated 
John Hennessy. The professional championship of the South is held 
by B. I. C. Horton, who gained the crown a year ago by defeating Vin- 
cent Richards in one of the most spectacular exhibitions ever staged on 
the Palm Beach courts.

For Week of January 14, 1930 
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-|ITH the center for flying activities from the time the airplane 
passed out of the experimental stage, there is hardly a moment 
during the day when one cannot glance into the azure skies of 
Palm Beach and see at least one machine, and sometimes sev- 
eral, gracefully winging their way north or south, or gliding 
hither and yon loaded with sight-seers out for a sky-view of 
the resort. The north and southbound mail planes daily pass 
The Breakers with such regularity that guests at the ocean-front hotel 
may almost use their advent as a check-up on their watches. 

One of the high spots of the past week was the arrival on Wednes- 
day of George Haldeman, pilot for Ruth Elder, now Mrs. Walter Camp 
Jr., in her daring attempt to fly the Atlantic. Mr. Haldeman arrived in 
the Tanager, the plane which recently won the $110,000 Guggenheim 
prize for the safest heavier-than-air craft. Designed and built by the 
Curtiss Airplane and Motor Co. at its experimental plant in Garden 
City, L. I., the Tanager was the only machine out or trifteen entries 
which succeeded in passing all ot the qualirying tests, and thereby was 
awarded the total prize-money. 


Accompanying Mr. Haldeman were Major M. K. Lee, well-known 
sportsman, Commander H. G. Ericson and raul Stevens. ‘The two latter 
and Mr. Haldeman are among the entrants in the winter air races at 
Miami, which started yesterday, and will represent the Curtiss-Wright 
service, using planes supplied by the Miami base or that company. 


The conclusion of the Miami air races on the 15th is to be followed 
by a state-wide air tour, in which it is expected there will be almost 
two score entrants, including ail types ot plane. ‘The personnel of the 
aircade will number at least 85 pilots, and one of the first scheduled 
stops is at Roosevelt Field, West Palm Beach, on the morning of 
van. 16. 


During their stay in the city across the lake the birdmen will be 
entertained by local civic organizations and present plans call for the 
serving of luncheon at the field. As their contribution to the program, 
and prefacing their departure for other cities in Florida, the flyers, 
many of whom are internationally famous for their work in the World 
War and in commercial pursuits, plan on giving an air circus with 
demonstrations of stunt-flying and parachute-leaping. 


A bright particular star of the aerial firmament arrived in the re- 
sort at the end of last week in the person or Lieutenant James H. Doo- 
luttle, army test pilot, and possibly the best-known aviator in the coun- 
try outside of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh. Lieutenant Doolittle ar- 
rived at Roosevelt Flying Field, West Palm Beach, after an eight-hour 
and tifteen minute flight from New Orleans. With Lieutenant Doolittle 
was Colonel Peter J. Brady. 


After landing the pair were driven to The Breakers, where they 
staid until the following day, when they took off for Cleveland, Ohio. 
The lieutenant is flying a Curtiss-Cessa four-passenger cabin mono- 
plane. The previous day the plane had flown from Marfa, Texas, to 
ew Orleans, while a day earlier it had made the trip from Los Angeles 
to Marfa. 


The flight is part of an inspection tour of municipal airports whicn 
is being conducted by Colonel Brady, who is chairman of Mayor James 
J. Walker’s committee on aviation, and a member of Governor Frank 
lin D. Roosevelt’s committee on aviation and airports. At the conclu- 
sion of the tour the colonel will incorporate into his report all the infor- 
mation he has gleaned, including both good and bad features of air- 
ports visited, and submit same to the mayor and the governor. 


Lieutenant Doolittle, who is acting as Colonel Biady’s pilot for the 
entire tour, was last summer awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross 
for making the first one-stop flight across the country. This feat 
occurred in 1922, when he took off from Jacksonville, Fla., landing 
twenty-two and one-half hours later in Santiago, Cal., after stopping to 
re-fuel in San Antonio, Texas. The flight proved to the satisfaction of 
the War Department that if the need arose a fleet of aircraft could be 
transferred from the Atlantic to the Pacific within the space of a day. 

At the same time the lieutenant was also given the Oak Leaf Cluster 
in recognition of the experiments which he conducted for testing the 
strength of airplanes in flight. This work was done in 1924, and en- 
tailed some of the most daring flying ever performed. 

During the past summer he executed a number of test flights in 
which the conditions of flying in a heavy fog were simulated as closely 
as possible. During one phase of the experiments he flew for fifteen 


minutes “blind,” being shut up in a cockpit from which all light was ex- 
ciuded, and using nothing but his instruments to guide him. This is 
among the most remarkable aviation feats ever performed, and the 
data obtained from the experiments is proving of incalculable value in 
the study of the problem of flying in fogs. 


The municipal airport, two miles west of West Palm Beach, was 
recently taken over by the Roosevelt Flying Corporation, a subsidiary of 
Roosevelt Field, Inc. and affiliated with the Aviation Corporation of 
America. According to present plans, $250,000 will be spent during the 
present season on the improvement of the 250-acre field. 

Roosevelt Field, which is now being used by several private owners 
of airplanes, including Bror G. Dahlberg, president of the Southern 
Sugar Co., is operated as a municipal airport. Free landing space is 
provided, gasoline and oil pumps have been installed, and every cour- 
tesy is extended to private and company ships. 


Three pilots are stationed at the field, in addition to Captain J. 
Nelson Kelly, who is in charge of all operations. There are two train- 
ing ships for the use of students and a number of four and six-passen- 


ger commercial ships. Regulation aerial beacons and direction markers 
have been installed. 


The marine base of the Roosevelt Flying Service is temporarily lo- 
cated on the West Palm Beach side of Lake Worth at the foot of Thir- 
tieth street, until such time as the base now under construction at the 
foot of Royal Palm way in Palm Beach is completed. Approximately 
$75,000 is being expended on the site, which covers the cost of the ramp, 
passenger waiting-rooms, office, etc. 


Two Sikorcky ten-passenger twin-motored amphibian planes and 
two Loening six-passenger amphibians will be operated from the marine 
base, at which Art Williams is chief pilot. 

The Curtiss-Wright Flying Service has also worked out an elaborate 
program. The Lake Worth base has accommodations for five ships, in 
addition to offices of the company and of the immigration and cus- 
toms service, passenger waiting rooms, tool-houses, machine shops and 
a student aviation school. 


The entire flying equipment is new this season, and from fifteen to 
twenty new amphibian planes, equipped with single and twin motors 
are in service at the local and the Miami bases. All planes are equipped 
with radiophones, enabling pilots to keep in constant communication, 
even when flying from Nassau or the Bahamas. 

The local Curtiss-Wright base has been designated by the Treasury 
Department as the official port of entry for this area, and all planes 
coming from or clearing for foreign points must enter and be cleared 
through this base. 

Captain Paul Micelli, who is in charge of operations for Curtiss- 
Wright, is a former United States army war pilot, and for the past ten 
years has been connected with the aviation division of the National 
Guard at the Sea Girt, N. J., base.

'E SOCIETY OF ARTS will open its seventh season on Monday 
))jevening, February 3rd, presenting the Minneapolis Symphony 
orchestra, with Doctor Henri Verbrugghen as director, and 

\i Nina Morgana as soloist, at the Paramount theatre. Follow- 
ing the custom of past seasons, there will be five concerts in 
the series, and the artists appearing this season have been 
chosen with extreme discrimination from among outstanding 
musicians of the world: The second concert by the Minneapolis Sym- 
phony orchestra will be given at the Paramount on February 10th, the 
entire evening being devoted to important orchestral works. The third 
concert, on February 17th, presents Myra Hess, pianist, and Josephine 
Lucchese, soprano; while the fourth event, on February 24th, will be 
Palm Beach’s own John Charles Thomas in recital. Efrem Zimbalist, 
violinist, appears at the final concert of the series of the Society of 
Arts, with a Russian Trio comprising Nina Koshetz, soprano, Gabriel 
Leonoff, tenor, and Vladimir Dubinsky, baritone. Following the prece- 
dent of last year the symphony concerts at the Paramount will be open 
to the public, and the last three in the series will be for members only 
in the great hall of the Everglades club. 

Since his appearance here last season with his world-famous musical 
aggregation, Henri Verbrugghen has been honored with the degree of 
Doctor of Music, conferred upon him by Herbert Witherspoon, President 
of the Chicago Musical college, on June 19, 1929, in recognition of his 
extraordinary achievements in the musical world and orchestral field. 
Dr. Verbrugghen is well known at Palm Beach, where the two appear- 
ances of the Minneapolis Symphony orchestra last winter were high 
lights in the Society of Arts series. He is a protege of the great 
Ysaye, with whom he lived and studied until his London debut. His 
advancement has been spectacular and his name is firmly established 
as one of the greatest contemporary symphony orchestra conductors. 
His leadership of his organization is little short of miraculous, and so 
great is his skill in evoking unity of tone that under his direction the 
Minneapolis Symphony orchestra has grown to be one of the five great- 
est symphony orchestras of the world. 

Myra Hess, the distinguished English pianist who appears at the 
third concert, is among the newest stars in the musical firmament to 
peep over the Palm Beach horizon. Miss Hess gave her first public 
recital in London in 1908 and with such marked success that she was 
engaged to play at important orchestral concerts at Royal Albert and 
Queen’s Halls during that same year. Since then her career has been 
a series of uninterrupted triumphs in Europe, while her complete cap- 
ture of America is now a matter of musical history. Not since the 
days of Sophie Menter and Teresa Carreno has such a spontaneous and 
superlative art been demonstrated on the concert platform by a woman. 

The fourth Society of Arts concert presents John Charles Thomas in 
recital. Famous throughout the world for his magnificent baritone voice, 
his artistic renditions, his histrionic ability and his delightful person- 
ality, this great American artist will be doubly welcomed at Palm 
Beach, where he has many friends. Mr. Thomas was heard in the 
society of Arts series two years ago, when he consented to appear with 
the Cleveland Symphony orchestra to fill the place of Emilio de 
Gogorza, who was suddenly taken ill. An evening given over to this 
great artist in recital will be a musical feast for members of the 
Society of Arts. 

Efrem Zimbalist, who appears in the final concert, is known to Palm 
Beach from his appearance here for the Society of Arts in 1927, at the 
home of Joseph Riter, whose death two years ago was an irreparable 
loss to the organization which he was intrumental in founding. Mme. 
Koshetx, who appears upon the same program as a member of the 
tussian Trio, sang here with the Minneapolis Symphony orchestra at 
the first Society of Arts concert last season. 

The Society of Arts, which is one of the most important factors in 
the aesthetic life of the colony, functions under a board of directors 
which includes the officers of the society, Edward T. Stotesbury, presi- 
dent; John H. Pillsbury, vice president, and Henry Seligman, secretary 
and treasurer; also Messi’s. Chester C. Bolton; John F. Harris and John 
S. Phipps. Miss Georgeana Girvin is again in charge of arrangements 
for the concerts, as in past seasons.

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FISHING IN PALM BEACH WATERS 


VERITABLE angler’s paradise awaits the winter visitor at 
Palm Beach, where sportsmen from all over the world congre- 
gate each season to enjoy the thrill of cruising in the Gulf 
Stream in small craft manned by capable captains in hopes of 
landing an eight-foot Sailfish. The Sailfish is to Palm Beach 
what the tarpon is to sportsmen on the West Coast, and pre- 
sents a most beautiful sight sailing along through the water, 
half submerged with its huge dorsel fin extended like a sail, from which 
it derives its name. 


The average Sailfish runs from six to seven and one-half feet, and 
it is only occasionally that one is caught measuring eight feet or more. 
Consequently no amateur fisherman is satisfied until he has landed his 
eight-foot Sailfish, which he promptly dispatches to Fred Parks to have 
mounted. 


When a strike is made by a Sailfish or King on tackle consisting of 
nine thread line and a four ounce tip, the angler has a fight on his 
hands, in order to land the Sailfish without losing both tackle and fish. 
It takes inexhaustible patience and a lengthy period of time, running 
well over an hour in some cases, to bring the fish along side, in the 
proper condition to safely land it. 


When a Sailfish hits the bait it usually starts right out and makes 
a wide sweeping circle, its fin erect and broadside in the water to keep 
the angler from hauling it in. The reel whirls endlessly paying out 
line and the angler begins to wonder whether there will be enough, 
when the line slackens, and he begins to reel it in. But not for long. 


Mr. Sailfish comes to life abruptly and is off again with the line in 
tow. The performance is endlessly repeated until finally man is the 
conqueror, providing he doesn’t make the mistake of reeling too soon 
and snapping his line. 


Additional excitement is sometimes provided when a shark appears 
on the scene and endeavors to get the Sailfish, or a portion of it, before 
the angler does. This takes most careful maneuvering and provides an 
added thrill to the day’s excitement. 


When the angler becomes weary after a hard morning of Sailfishing 
he may troll close to shore or in the lake and catch any number of 
bluefish, Jacks, Pompano and once in a great while a Silver Tarpon. 


For those who do not desires to venture out on the broad Atlantic, 
very pleasant sport may be had in the early morning or late afternoon, 
surf-casting for Pompano. This type of fish has been pronounced by 
noted fishing authorities, the most delicious of all edible fish, when 
properly cooked, which is by broiling over a slow fire. 


The Pompano is now considered a rare fish and visits the Atlantic 
coast for only a certain period during the year. From February to 
early June is the most opportune time to catch the Pompano. For a 
small size fish, averaging from one to three pounds, the Pompano puts 
up an exceedingly game fight and is preferred by many to all other 
kinds of sport fishing. 


Yet, Sailfishing remains the most popular with members of the 
winter colony and hardly a day passes that any number of small boats 
do not put out to sea from the Poinciana dock, headquarters of the 
Sailfish Club of Florida, bearing parties of enthusiastic anglers.

Mrs. Richard Jaeckel of New York was one of the first to venture 
forth this season, and succeeded in landing a beautiful specimen seven 
feet six inches long and weighing 52 pounds. Mrs. Jaeckel landed her 
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fish in 25 minutes apparently without fatigue and wit hthe skill of an 
-xpert angler.

Dr. Charles Morrison of Portland, Maine, and Palm Beach, had an 


cresting afternoon’s sport in company with Dr. Moore, also of Palm 
Beach. 


Dr. Morrison began the day’s catch by landing a four and one-half 
pound Sailfish, an achievement in itself, because it is rare occurrence 
‘hat anyone ever succeeds in catching this variety of fish of so small a 
size. Before the afternoon’s fishing was over, however, he also landed 
. beautiful specimen, weighing 58 pounds and measuring seven feet six 
inches. 


Mr. George K. O’Donnell of New York and Clarke avenue holds the 
--cord thus far this season in landing a Sailfish which measured eight 
feet two inches in length and weighed 72 pounds, the record catch to 
date. Mr. O’Donnell also returned from a morning’s trip the other day 
with five white pennants flying, denoting a catch of five sailfish averag- 
ing seven feet six inches.

Mr. Frank Duff Frazier of New York and Palm Beach, veteran of 
a number of seasons of Sailfishing, who rarely missed a single after- 
noon during his winter visits, fishing in the Miss Sally, owned by Cap- 
tain Githens, has been consistently hauling them in this season. 

Mr. Frazier is scarcely an amateur. Using sporting tackle, he often 
works more than an hour in order to tire the gamey fish sufficiently to 
warrant landing it. 


On one of his recent afternoon trips Mr. Frazier had as his guest 
Mr. Harry Rosenfeld, of New York. An excellent afternoon’s fishing 
was had with each angler catching two beautiful specimens of Sailfish 
averag-ng approximately seven feet six inches in length.

YACHTING 


CKNOWLEDGED by yachtsmen the world over as the most 
)| desirable section on the globe for winter cruising, Florida and 
| Gulf waters are attracting some of the world’s most famous 
pleasure yachts. They linger under the warm sub-tropical 


spacious harbor afforded by Lake Worth, while their owners 
take part in the many social activities at the island resort. 


All through the season the waters of Lake Worth make a striking 
scene of marine activity with fast speedboats roaring up and down the 
lake, tiny outboards purring along not far behind and aristocratic white 
yachts with tapering lines nosing their way in and out of the lake as 
they return from a cruise or depart for a brief sojourn among the 
islands of the Gulf to return for the annual regattas. 


Often they become the place of delightful parties, aglow with twink- 
ling lights from stem to stern, with the cadent strains of dance music 
coming over the water mingled with other sounds of gayety as couples 
dance on the decks. 


On moonlight nights, they stand out in ghostly splendor against 
the dark background of silhouetted palms on the shore line, which is 
broken at intervals by the lights of resort hotels. 


On Regatta holidays, the yachts are decorated with a galaxy of 
signal flags and other holiday attire and are lined side by side all along 
the race course at a safe distance from the racing lanes. 


The season thus far at Palm Beach has witnessed the arrival of 
some of the largest yachts afloat, as well as those owned by most dis- 
tinguished society folk and people prominent in national affairs. 


One of the largest to anchor off the Port of Palm Beach this season 
was the yacht “Vagabondia,” having on board Mr. Andrew W. Mellon, 
secretary of the treasury, who was the guest of his nephew, Mr. Wil- 
liam L. Mellon, of Pittsburgh, owner of the yacht. They put into Palm 
Beach after a three weeks’ cruise off the Bahamas and the West Indies. 
Also included in the party with the secretary were his son, Paul Mellon, 
his son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. David E. K. Bruce, and Mr. 
Francis Carmody. 


The party proceeded to the Breakers, after landing, and had lunch- 
eon in the circular dining room, following which they inspected the 
hotel and later visited points of interest in the resort. 

Another large yacht finding anchorage off the Port of Palm Beach 
recently was the yacht “Alder,” one of the largest craft of its type ever 
seen in these waters. 


The “Alder, now owned by Mr. William Boyce Thompson of Yon- 
kers, N. Y., was formerly the “Savarona” and was owned by Mrs. Cad- 
walader, Jr. of Philadelphia. It is one of the largest and best equipped 
private yachts afloat and made a beautiful picture riding at anchor 
off the shore of Palm Beach. 


Mr. and Mrs. Thompson and a guest, Mr. Cornelius Kelleher were 
aboard coming here from Nassau. A new “Savarona,” which it is 
said, will exceed in length and tonnage the yacht formerly of the same 
name, is now being constructed, and will no doubt be seen in Florida 
waters next season. 


One of the finest yachts seen in the lake so far this season is the 
“Poule d’Eau,” 70 feet long, owned by Mr. Frank Goodyear of Buffalo. 
It arrived recently for a winter’s cruise in Southern waters. Modelled 
after the lines of an Italian destroyer, with powerful engines, speedy 
design and low draft, it is an ideal craft for cruising off the Florida. 
coast. 


Among the auxiliary schooners which make a yearly pilgrimage to 
Palm Beach is the three-masted schooner ‘Moby Dick,” owned by Mr. 
Frederick Studebaker Fish of Chicago. This vessel, which typifies 
the ideal craft for water travel, has the distinction of making a round- 
the-world cruise, under all sorts of weather conditions, but from all 
accounts it stood up under the ordeal admirably and continues to serve 
its owner for lengthy cruises. 


’ 


The “Sea King,” owned by Mr. Sailing Baruch, has also arrived for 
the season. This boat is familiar to everyone in yachting circles, and 
will be in Lake Worth until later in the month when it will take its 
owner aboard and make a cruise of Southern waters. 

Among the palatial house boats which make the seasonal run to 


Florida is the “Pioneer,” owned by Mr. William H. Todd of New York, 
who also has the “Saelmo” and the “Harmony.” 


The “Pioneer” is a veteran of Florida waters and has been the 
property of several well known yachtsmen, including Mr. Van Lear 
Black, Col. E. H. R. Greene and Mr. Sumner Ballard. While under 
charter several years ago, it brought the late President Harding and 
his party to Palm Beach for a brief visit. 


The “Conewago,” luxurious houseboat of Mr. Adrian C. Humphreys 
of New York, arrived early this season and has undergone a complete 
overhauling to get it ready for an active winter cruising. 


Mr. Lamont Dupont’s “INemea” of Wilmington, Del., is also docked 
at Flagler pier, near the “Santana” of Boston, owned by Mr. Osborne 
Howes of Chestnut Hills, Mass. 


The “Viator,” owned by Mr. Maitland Alexander of Belfast, Maine, 
has been reconditioned while at Palm Beach and recently left for a 
short cruise, with its owner aboard, to return again in time for local 
marine activities later in the season. 


Bringing admirations from those who had not seen the new yacht 
since its construction early last year, the ‘“‘Vara” owned by Mr. Harold 
Vanderbilt of New York, has been tied up for several weeks at the 
Port of Palm Beach, constantly on the alert to take a cruise wherever 
the owner might direct. A beautiful craft, having lines suitable for 
making fast time if necessary, the “Vara” is equipped with every con- 
ceivable convenience, for the benefit of its guests. It carries a crew 
of 12 men and single cabins for six guests. My. Vanderbilt is also 
the owner of the “Vagrant” and the “Prestige.” 


The yacht “Marold,”’ 100 feet long, owned by Mr. Louis K. Liggett 
cof Boston, recently arrived at Palm Beach and is now at anchor just 
above the North bridge. Mr. Liggett is expected soon. 


“Bluebill” is another auxiliary cruiser owned by Mr. and Mrs. John 
Carey Springs, who are staying in Wewoka cottage on Breakers row. 
They have made a number of short cruises and will be here for the 
winter. 


Other yachts which have found a berth at Flagier pier are: The 
cruiser ‘“Awandra,’ owned by Henry Van Sicle of Philadelphia; the 
“Pilgrim II,’ houseboat owned by Mr. William H. Elkins of Elkins, 
Penna.; the “Illusion,” houseboat owned by Mr. L. P. Cartier, New York 
and the “Dawn II,” owned by E. W. Orrell of Ormand, Florida. 


An added factor of service benefiting both yacht captains and own- 
ers has been the installation during the past year of a series of com- 
mercial radio stations at points equidistant along the entire Atlantic 
seaboard, and also the Gulf of Mexico. 

These stations enable yachts carrying radio equipment to keep in 
touch with the shoreline at all times even though they may be a thou- 
sand miles out to sea. 


Weather forecasts are broadcast every day through these stations 
and in the event of an approaching storm, all pleasure craft, whether 
large or small and from Maine to Mexico, are thus given ample oppor- 
tunity to seek a safe harbor in which to “ride out” the blow. 


It is rare however, that a storm occurs along the Florida coast 
or in the Gulf during the winter season. This, coupled with the ideal 
summer weather and incomparable conditions existant for fishing and 
other afuatic sports, creates an irresistable urge to draw yachtsmen 
and lovers of the sea from everywhere. 


Palm Beach is fortunate in having one of these commercial stations 
located here. This station, the call letter of which is WOC, serves as 
the connecting link between similar stations located in New Jersey 
and Port Arthur, Texas, to maintain communications with all vessels 
cruising along the coast, in the Gulf of Mexico. 


Recently positions and communications have been received from sey- 
eral well-known yachts cruising in Southern waters. 


Among them was the famous yacht “Vagabondia,” owned by Mr. 
W. L. Mellon of Pittsburgh, nephew of Andrew W. Mellon, secretary of 
the treasury, who, with members of his family was aboard; the equally 
famous yacht “Nourmahal,’ owned by Vincent Astor, bound for New 
York; the yacht “Seaborn,’ owned by Richard F. Howe of Glen Cove, 
Long Island and “lIolanda,” owned by Moses Taylor of New York, cruis- 
ing in the Gulf.

WARM sunny morning with a slight breeze stirring through 
the Palms and Australian Pines; the thud of hoofs on the 
springy sod, and suddenly as one comes to an opening in the 
tall hedge bordering on each side of the bridle path, an unre- 
stricted view is given of a scene of unwonted activity on the 
Phipps Polo field.

The above scene greeted the writer’s eye one morning recently as 
he strode across the practice field to meet Godfrey Preece, senior mem- 
ber of the world-famous family team, composed of the elder Preece, 
Godfrey Preece, Jy., Terence Preece, and Arhtur Preece. This 
group, considered to be one of the most formidable teams in the 
country, will be seen often this season, both on the Phipps field and 
at Miami, playing their usual impressive game against some of the most 
formidable opponents. 


Godfrey Preece, Sr., recently arrived from Europe where he took 
part in the autumn hunts with the Pychley hounds, celebrated hunters. 
Mr. Preece also made an extended trip to Ireland and France, where 
he secured a number of prime speciments of polo ponies to add to a 
string already obtained in Engaland, making up a total of 45 ponies 
and hunters now stabled in his quarters at Gulfstream. 


Both he and his son, Stewart, are at the present time busily engaged 
supervising the training of a group of ponies to take part in the ap- 
proaching cup tournament between England and America to be held 
in this country early next September. 


Each morning finds them early on the field, hard at work, taking 
infinite pains to detect the slightest irregularities in the form and 
gait of the admirable specimens of ponies procured from Oklahoma, 
Texas, New Mexico and the British Isles. 

Terence Preece was considered by the Marquis of Cholmondeley, 
sponsor to the 1924 English international team, to be one of the great- 
est riders in America, and a player of outstanding ability. He is ex- 
pected to arrive February 1 to make up the foursome. 

Stewart Preece, who has played on most every prominent field in 
this country and abroad, praised highly the layout at Gulfstream, stat- 
ing that in his estimation the group of playing fields and the natural 
surroundings which furnished: such a beautiful background, could be 
duplicated no where else in the world. 

One of the largest and most perfect assemblage of ponies ever 
brought together will be quartered at the Phipps stables with the 
arrival in the near future of groups belonging to well known partici- 
pants, in the sport of gentlemen. 

Winston and Raymond Guest, who were seen in play at the begin- 
ning of the season, will be seen off and on in the winter tournaments. 

Laddy Sanford, captain of the Hurricane team, winner of the open 
championship of America in matches held last October, has also been 
seen in play at Phipps field earlier in the season and will remain here 
to participate in matches. 

Arthur Preece, winner of a number of blue ribbons in the jumping 
classes of the Summer Horse Show held in St. Louis, will also add his 
strength to the Preece family team this season. 

C. S. Lee of Kansas City is expected any day now with a stable of 
12 ponies which will be used for match play. 

Cameron Forbes of Boston, former governor of the Philippines, will 
also be down with 10 ponies and will make his winter residence at 
Gulfstream. 

J. S. Phipps has arrived with eight ponies, H. C. Phipps has brought 
six and Howard Phipps will also add six to the already imposing array. 

Harold Howard of Dayton, Ohio, will arrive February 1 bringing 
eight more to swell the total. 

General Buckford and Capt. Connor of Ireland will lend their pres- 
ence to polo activities and are expected February 1. They will partici- 
pate in play and take part in the social activities both at Gulfstream 
and at Palm Beach. 

Michael Phipps is expected most any day now, H. E. Talbot will 
arrive some time during the latter part of the month. Stuart Iglehart 
has taken a house at Gulfstream and is also expected any day. 

A number of famous English sportsmen are also expected to make 
their headquarters at Gulfstream this season and will take part in 
play.

OLF is king. All up and down the East Coast tournaments 
are in progress and the golfer is in his element, lured through- 
out the June-like winter days by perfect courses, palm-fringed 
fairways and velvet green lawns. The ending of the National 
Amateur Championship of Golf Club Champions, with the 
Walter J. Travis Memorial Trophy as the high prize, which 
was fought out last week on the St. Augustine golf links, 
where Johnny Farrell is the professional, was followed yesterday by 
the starting of two tourneys in Palm Beach. The nineteenth annual 
Lake Worth mect got under way at the Palm Beach Colf Club, while 
the Artists and Writers Golf Association started their annual play at 
the Palm Beach Country Club. 


A mixed putting competition was fought out last Tuesday at the 
Ormond Beach Golf Club, and today the gold medal qualifying score 
of the Halifax Tournament is being played. This event continues 
through to the 25th, with prizes for winners and runners-up in each 
division and in consolation. 


At the Miami Country Club last week the Midwinter Amateur Cham- 
pionship was the bone of contention, and commencing yesterday golfei's 
from far and near started their tussle for the Glenn H. Curtis trophy 
at the Miami Municipal links. Next Monday the La Gorce-Bay Shore 
Club Championship will be the feature at the La Gorce Country Club. 

First contenders in the Lake Worth tourney got away promptly at 
eight o’clock yesterday morning at the Palm Beach Golf Club. From 
the time the entry list was posted last Tuesday in the club-house, 
names were added with remarkable celerity, proving the popularity 
both of this classic event and of the Breakers-Poinciana course. The 
first names to be entered were those of Albert R. Hakes, Ora L. Brailey, 
Thomas Goodwin and Howard A. Kelly. 

Yesterday’s qualifying round was eighteen holes medal play, one 
of the rules being the necessity of holing all putts. Stymies will be 
played throughout the meet. This is made possible this year for the 
first time, as in previous years the greens have been of sand, while 
during the past summer they were all turfed. The last of the matches 
got away before noon, players choosing their own partners and select- 
ing from available starting time. 

Bighteen hole match play continues today, tomorrow and Thursday, 
with the championship division playing thirty-six holes on Friday. 

No three or four ball matches will be allowed to leave the first tee 
in front of the tournament. All ties, except for the qualifying round, 
are to be drawn at the club house. 

Each day’s match-play schedule is being posted at The Breakers 
and the Royal Poinciana and also at the club house. Prizes are a gold 
medal watch fob to the winner of the qualifying round, with sterling 
prizes to winners and runners up in each division, and to the winner's 
of the first division consolation. 

Arthur Yates of Rochester, N. Y., winner of last year’s tourney, is 
this year’s favorite. A week ago yesterday he established a record 
for the new course of the Palm Beach Golf Club, when, in his first 
round of the season, which also was his first game in over three months, 
he turned in a score of 72. Par for the round is 69. Mr. Yates’ part- 
ner was E. Thompson Starr of Buck Hill Falls, Pa., their opponents 
being Charles H. Keyes, also of Buck Hill Falls, and Johnny Flattery of 
the Siwanoy Country Club. 

In addition to winning the Lake Worth title last year, Mr. Yates 
added to his season’s laurels by walking off with the Palm Beach 
championship and also the Cuban amateur. 

Another entrant is M. A. Carroll of Oshkosh, Wis., a member of 
the Old Guard Society of Palm Beach Golfers, who has played in fif- 
teen previous Lake Worth tournaments. 

The special train bringing the members of the Artists and Writers 
Golf Association to Palm Beach for their third annual tournament, 
which commenced yesterday morning at the Palm Beach Country Club, 
left Pennsylvania Station, New York city, at 8:35 on Friday night, 
and arrived here on Sunday morning, when it was shunted onto the 
siding at the Royal Poinciana, at which hotel the association’s members 
will make their headquarters while here, and where the much-antici- 
pated annual banquet will be held on Friday. Grantland Rice is presi- 
dent of the association, Rex Beach, vice-president, and Clair Maxwell, 
secretary-treasurer. 

Octavus Roy Cohen was one of the first members to arrive, coming 
down from his home in Birmingham, Ala., and going to The Breakers, 


where he joined his wife, who had preceeded him by several days. Mr. 
and Mrs. Cohen stayed at The Breakers until the Royal Poinciana 
opened last Wednesday, when they moved over to the massive lake- 
front hotel. The famous author of negro character stories is a charter 
member of the Artists and Writers, but this will be his initial appear- 
ance at the annual tournament.

MINIATURE GOLF 


Developed from a retrograde form of croquet to a highly scientific 
game having decidedly beneficial effects on the golfer’s putting, minia- 
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ture golf has been taken up in earnest, and the boy’s championship 
tournament fought out last week at the Memorial Fountain course, was 
as tense a spectacle during the finals as any grown-up’s meet on the 
regular links. 


Failure to make good his short putts in the match cost David Leg- 
get, son of Mrs. Catherine Legget Black of 120 Sea Breeze avenue, the 
title. The winner was Henry Allen Weatherby, Jr., son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Allen Weatherby of 213 Peruvian avenue, who on the twen- 
ty-second hole, which he made in one, settled down to the deadly swing 
of a veteran campaigner, playing a faultless game thereafter. 


Weatherby’s playing had been decidedly sketchy up to this time, and 
the end of the first eighteen found him with a fifty-five, against Leg- 
get’s and Devereux Deakin’s fifty-one. At the commencement of the 
second eighteen odds were all in favor of Legget, whose long putts 
were the sensation of the round, remaining so until the end, even if he 
came off only second best. 


But when Weatherby landed a one on the twenty-second hole, he 
took heart and from then on there was no beating him down. For the 
remaining holes he turned in two after two until the thirty-sixth, where 
he made a three. Of the last eighteen he won three, halved thirteen 
and lost two. His score was thirty-nine, four below par and fifteen 
below the number of strokes he took on the first round, which gives 
some idea of the excellent recovery he made on the second round. 


The exhibition put up by Devereux Deakin, son of Mr. and Mrs. Har] 
Deakin of Sea Breeze avenue, was a display of consistenly good, steady 
golf. The youngster’ seems devoid of nerves, and at no time appeared 
conscious of the gallery, which has been known to have a disastrous 
effect even on old stagers. His final score of fifty-one and fifty-two, 
total 103, was only one stroke behind Legget’s. 

Final scores were Weatherby 94, Leggett 102, Deakin 103. Par is 86. 

The contest really started on the twenty-second hole, when Legget 
blew up, going out of bounds and missing several short putts for a 
seven. When Weatherby did this hole in one, he seemed to take it as 
a personal signal from St. Andrew, patron saint of golfers, and immedi- 
ately commenced playing in earnest. Deakin missed a long putt for a 
four. 

On the twenty-third Legget still displayed some nervousness. On 
the twenty-fourth Weatherby made a perfect approach for an easy two. 
Deakin missed a long putt for a three while Legget came across with a

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two by making good a medium putt. On the next hole Weatherby’s 
form began to tell, although all three turned in two’s, as they did on 
the twenty-sixth also. Weatherby took the twenty-seventh with a two, 
the other two boys each taking threes. 


On the twenty-eighth Legget’s first shot hit the cup squarely, but 
bounced out, teetering on the edge with every appearance of dropping 
back in, but failing to do so. Deakin went out of bounds for a four, 
but Weatherby came through with his customary two. 


Deakin took a one on the thirty-first; Legget made a one during the 
first round, so Deakin’s feat evened up the three boys so far as holes- 
in-one were concerned. On the thirty-second the latter seemed to slip 
a little, as he missed two easy putts for a four, the other boys halving 
it with twos. On the thirty-third both Legget and Deakin missed easy 
putts, while on the next the former again displayed his ability at long 
putting. 


On he next to the last hole Weatherby pushed a hundred foot putt 
to within a couple of inches of the cup for his habitual two. The last 
hole was marked by Deakin again going out of bounds for a four, the 
hole going to Legget with a two, Weatherby turning in a three for a 
change. 

Presentation of silver trophies to the three boys followed the con- 
clusion of the tournament. The first prize cup was donated by the 
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management of the course, while the second and third prizes were the 
gift of Mrs. Black.

HICH is the greater sport, sailfishing or tarpon fishing? That 
is a question that has been mulled over for hours at a time 
by fishing enthusiasts and veteran anglers the world over, who 
have had enough experience catching both types of fish to 
intelligently argue the question. Although tarpon are more 
froquently caught down around the keys and on the West 
Coast, it is a matter of record that the first tarpon ever caught 
with a rod and reel in Florida, was taken at the Indian River Inlet on 
the East Coast. It was caught with a large Buel spoon and weighed 
172% pounds. Many more were caught there afterwards, but in later 
years Charlotte Harbor on the West Coast became the principal resort 
for tarpon sportsmen, and somewhat later Fort Myers. 

Tarpon appear rarely off the shore of Palm Beach although occa- 
sionally a lake tarpon of small size is caught by sportsmen and skippers 
of smail craft, both inside Lake Worth and outside of the inlet. Once 
in a great while however, a tarpon of fair size is landed out of the 
waters in this section, such as the one caught several years ago by a 
party, which was taken out by Capt. Gray of the Poinciana basin. 

When a tarpon takes the bait the fisherman allows it to run along 
a few feet and then strike. If he is hooked he will almost instantly 
jump out of the water, and then start off on a long run, followed by a 
series of short jumps, then perhaps another long run and so on until at 
last the fish begins to tire and the work of reeling it in to the gaff 
begins. Many times the fish will be brought right up along side, when 
suddenly with renewed vitality it will shoot off through the water 
again in a last spurt of speed, often catching the angler un- 
awares and snapping the line which has been slow in paying 
out. At other times the huge fish may be brought along side com- 
pletely fagged and rolling from side to side, when suddenly he will 
get rid of the hook in an unaccountable manner and slip slowly into the 
depths to disappear from sight, much to the chagrin of the expectant 
sportsman. The time for landing a tarpon may vary from twenty 
minutes to an hour or more, depending on the size and condition of the 
fish, and the skill of the sportsman, or his desire to whip the fish 
quickly or to take his time. 


The natural habitat of the sailfish seems to be right along the edge 
of the Gulfstream near Palm Beach and it may safely be said that 
more of this variety of fish are caught in this section than at any 
other point in Florida, unless it may be off the Florida Keys on the 
eastern side. 

The Tarpon most always strikes savagely at the bait, but not so 
with the sailfish. Using his long sword to kill or disable his prey 
preparatory to devouring it, the sailfish will follow the bait along for 
quite a distance before tapping it several times. When this occurs, 
the angler immediately lets out the line, giving the impression that the 
bait is disabled. Then suddenly the sailfish may grab the bait and 
run. Line is paid out for twelve or fifteen feet and then the hook is 
set. Sometimes the sailfish will make a savage strike at the bait and 
at other times he may just follow it along for quite some distance 
before making up his mind to strike. 

Then the fun begins. The sailfish goes through all the motions in 
and out of the water that wouid do credit to a circus performer. Spiral] 
leaps, straight pulling jumps, sometimes fairly skidding over the water 
on his tail, the fish will go through all sorts of gyrations in the hopes 
of freeing himself. When he doesn’t succeed he will start out for the 
bottom of the ocean with the reel spinning, paying out line, the fish 
making a wide circle only to come to the surface again in a series of 
jumps. This lasts sometimes for an hour before the fish is exhausted 
sufficently to be brought to the gaff. As to choosing between the 
sporting qualities of the two fighting fish I would merely say choose 
for yourself. 

With the discussion of the merits of sailfish and tarpon out of the 
way, one may now turn to a fish which is infrequently mentioned be- 
cause it is so rarely landed. This is the marlin, more closely related 
to the swordfish, than is the sailfish, although the two are members of 
the swordfish family. The marlin has a dorsal fin resembling that of 
the swordfish and a longer sword-like beak. 

A marlin of the same length as a sailfish weighs much more how- 
ever, and is therefore a very hard fish to whip, especially with sporting 
tackle. According to members of the fishing fleet at the Poinciana 
basin, marlin frequently strike in deep water, but they are so savage 
that they often break the line before the angler is aware of what he 
has on. 
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Captain Githens of the Miss Sally hooked one during a fishing trip 
last year, just outside of the inlet about 2 o’clock in the afternoon and 
fought furiously with the huge fish until ?:30 o’clock in the evening, 
finally losing him about nine miles off Jupiter. 

Capt. Herman Gray, of the auxiliary schooner, Orca, with Mr. Rod- 
man Wanamaker aboard, also battled with a huge marlin near the 
Jupiter inlet, for the major portion of a day and counted sixty-nine 
jumps that the marlin made, finally getting away. 

It frequently occurs that a marlin is tired sufficiently to be brought 
up to the boat but just manages in spite of all the angler can do, io 
keep just out of gaff reach. 

Recently, during a customary morning’s fishing trip, Mr. Frank 
Duff Frazier, dean of local anglers, had a rather extraordinary experi 
ence in hooking a huge marlin weighing well over 100 pounds, on sport- 
ing tackle consisting of a four-ounce tip and a nine thread line. 

Mr. Frazier battled for more than an hour with the huge fish and 
several times had it almost within gaff reach of the boat, but each time 
the marlin evaded the gaff and the process was repeated, until the fine 
line parted undev the strain and the fish swam slowly off to rest up 
after its narrow escape. 

This was the second occurrence Mr. Irazier had in losing a marlin. 
Last year he almost landed a larger specimen but lost it in the saine 
manner. 

Capt. Githens, on whose boat Mr. Frazier makes his almost daily 
trips, stated very emphatically after the experience that from now on 
he was going out equipped with a sizable harpoon, and he would guai 
antee they would not lose another marlin. 

Lake tarpon this season have been caught by Col. William Hayward 
and Mr. John R. Fell, each having the unique distinction of landing a 
lake tarpon recently while trolling in Lake Worth. It is extremely rare 
that this type is caught inside the lake and the two anglers were con- 
gratulated on their prowess when they returned to the dock. 

Mr. William M. francis also proved his proficiency as an angler by 
landing a sailrish weighing close to 50 pounds and measuring seven 
feet eight inches in leng'th. 

During the rough weather of several weeks ago when the gentlemen 
anglers stated it was too choppy to do any real fishing, Mrs. Maurice 
Fatio and Mrs. Arthur Somers Roche, braving the salty spray and 
heavy swell kicked up by the north winds, put the aforesaid gentlemen 
to shame by venturing forth into the briny deep and landing a very 
sizable sailfish. 

Leaving on the auxiliary schooner Orca, they stayed out several 
hours, during which time they had thrce strikes, but due to rough water 
succeeded in landing only one of the fish. This however, was an 
achievement in itself, considering the weather and the fine tackle used. 

Another ardent sportswoman who has recently arrived tor the sea- 
son is Miss Patricia Ziegfeld, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ziegfeld, who 
is here with her mother, known in stage life as Billie Burke. 

Miss Ziegfeld, who made a number of sizable catches last season 
went out on the Orca, owned by Capt. Gray, the other afternoon to try 
her luck and had several strikes but was unsuccessful in landing a sail 
fish. 

With the annual tournament of the Sailfish Club of Florida now 
under way, there is a great deal of excitement and industrious fishing 
on the part of the members, desirous of annexing the trophies offered 

Mr. William M. Frances made the first entry of the season the othe 
day after he landed a sailfish seven feet eight inches in length and 
weighing 59 pounds.

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MEMORIAL: PO LGEN Ties) 


p= a EMORIAIL fountain and plaza on County road just north of 
I\ Wy y the town hall was formally presented Sunday afternoon to the 
:| town of Palm Beach as a gift from the winter residents of the 
"| resort to the town for a memorial to those men who helped 
establish Palm Beach as the premier riviera of America. The 
presentation was made by Mr. Harold S. Vanderbilt, as chair- 
man of the Memorial commission, to Mr. James Owens, Jr., 
as acting mayor. A new era in beautification was established in the 
construction of the fountain and plaza, an improvement which it is 
expected will be the forerunner of many others starting a movement 
which in the end will result in a beautiful park system for Palm Beach. 

Conceived last February by Mr. Addison Mizner, the well known 
architect, who in the past several years has exerted such an influence 
over architecture of both mercantile and residential structures, the plan 
readily found scores of individuals to make it a reality. Much pains- 
taking work, however, was done before the fountain and plaza was 
completed. 

One who looks at the completed work cannot but notice the rare 
beauty that was drawn into the plans by Mr. Mizner and carried out 
by his associate, Mr. F. E. Geisler. The fountain proper is at the south 
end of the plaza, higher than the rest, resting upon the backs of four 
horses, one headed north, another south, one east and one west. While 
this idea has been used in part in several fountains on the continent, 
Mr. Mizner worked it out in such a manner that it is entirely new. 
The fountain, of Keyite rock moulded by the Mizner Industries, as is 
all of the stone work, is surrounded by a low balustrade on three sides 
while steps lead down to the long narrow pool on the north. Down 
these steps water trickles into the pool. Behind, a group of tall Aus- 
tralian pines effectively set it off from the town hall and fire depart- 
ment, while twelve full grown Royal Palms line each side of the pool. 

With contributions coming in at the rate of several thousand dollars 
a day, the following were appointed to serve on the Memorial Fountain 
commission: Harold S. Vanderbilt, chosen as chairman; Edward S.

THE MEMORIAL FOUNTAIN AND PLAZA. 
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INTER visitors are coming to Florida, by rail, by motor car, 
by boat and also by air. During the past two weeks, scarcely 
five minutes has elapsed during the day that the steady drone 
of a plane winging its way over Palm Beach has not been 
heard. Planes of all types and ¢izes, from the huge 20-pass- 
j enger Sikorsky plane, largest in the country, down to tiny little 
monoplanes, with just room for pilot and mechanic, have ap- 
peared out of the atmosphere and settled down at the local airport. 


The Miami air races attracted the largest assemblage of planes ever 
seen in Florida and one of the most colorful air pageants in the history 
of aircraft was put on at the Municipal airport at Opa Locka, January 
13, 14 and 15. 


After the close of the meet at Miami, one of the largest aggregation 
of planes ever seen in this section landed at Roosevelt field, making 
West Palm Beach one of the stops included in a tour of twenty-four 
Florida cities. 


Planes of all types roared over the field both singly and in groups 
of two or three and landed before a crowd of several thousand eager 
spectators who lined the field to give enthusiastic welcome to the air- 
birds. 


Cars lined Belvedere road, leading to the airport, for a mile in either 
direction, amply demonstrating the interest of residents in this section 
in the new and fascinating mode of transportation. 


Shortly after 2 o’clock about thirty planes were lined in a double 
row across the field. Pilots and passengers were officially greeted and 
then motored to the Elks Club where a hot luncheon was served to 
them and they were entertained by the Junior Chamber of Commerce. 


Due to the late arrival the regular program of stunt flying was con- 
siderably shortened, as the flyers had to take off for Clewiston, the 
next point where the aircade was to stop. ‘Thunderbolt’? Knight how- 
ever, gave the crowds a thrill by doing his famous double parachute 
jump through the low hanging clouds from a height of several thousand 
feet. Freddy Lund, one of the most famous stunt flyers in the nation, 
who was among the first to successfully maneuver an outside loop, put 
his plane through a series of breath-taking stunts after “Thunderbolt” 
Knight had jumped from his plane. 


George Haldeman, famous transatlantic flyer, who with Ruth Elder, 
was forced down in the middle of the Atlantic, and narrowly escaped 
death, being picked up by a passing liner, arrived at the field in a five- 
passenger Bellanca cabin plane. 


Included in his party were, George Sebring, of the sales department 
of the Bellanca Aircraft company, Edward F. Bently, president of the 
State Bar association, Judge E. S. Futch of Lake City and W. N. Ray- 
mond, pilot of the craft. 


George Haldeman was enthusiastically greeted by pilots of both the 
Roosevelt Air Service and the Curtiss-Wright, having known and 
worked with many of them in the early days of aviation. 


When interviewed by the writer, he stated that Florida was the 
potential air center of America, due to the superb climatic conditions 
all the year round. He also added that the recent Aeronautical Com- 
mission formed by Governor Carlton, definitely demonstrated that 
Florida was interested in the future of aviation and was willing to help 
in any way possible. He maintained that every pilot who could pos- 
sibly make it would make Florida his winter headquarters from now on, 
having at last become convinced that here was a sanctuary away from 
the ice and snow. 

When asked to give a brief account of thrilling experiences, in his 
life as an air-pilot he laughed and said that being set down in the 
Atlantic ocean in a choppy sea, thousands of miles from everywhere 
had erased from his mind all other experiences he might have had. 

Among the first arrivals at the field was the largest passenger 
plane in the country, a 20-passenger Sikorsky, bringing Carl F. B. Foss, 
assistant to the president of American International Airways, Inc. The 
plane is a sister ship to the one making a seven thousand mile flight 
from Tampa last June, and crossing the Andes. 

Another aerial visitor which recently visited the local airport was 
the blimp “Defender,” owned by the Goodyear-Zeppelin corporation of 
Akron, Ohio, sailing serenely above Palm Beach, standing out against 


the blue sky and white clouds as a perfect picture, the silver zeppelin, 
“Defender” arrived at the local airport from Opa Locka, Miami, its 
southern headquarters. 


The “Defender,” leader of the Goodyear blimp fleet, 185 feet long 
and 55 feet in diameter and inflated with 180,000 cubic feet of non-in- 
flammable helium gas, was the first ship of its kind to land at the air- 
port and consequently created quite a stir among local residents, so 
much so, that soon the roadway in both directions was lined with cars 
of interested spectators. 


The huge dirigible made constant trips all day taking eight passen- 
gers and two in the crew each trip, with prominent city officials and 
a large number of townspeople accepting invitations to see the city 
from the air, in the unique craft. 


J. A. Boettner, Akron, Ohio, chief pilot in charge of the airship 
operations for the Goodyear company was in charge of the “Defender.” 
He was the first pilot to qualify for the nation’s highest lighter-than- 
air pilot rating, and is one of the most experienced pilots in the world. 


The ground crew of 30 men came in a bus from Opa Locka to handle 
the huge craft. When taking on passengers or when permitting them 
to alight only three are allowed to change at one time enabling the 
weight of the additional passengers to aid in keeping the huge craft 
on the ground. 


The cruising speed of the dirigible is from 50 to 60 miles an hour 
at an altitude of approximately one thousand feet. 


William B. Stout, designer and creator of the Ford-Stout tri-motorea 
planes, was also a recent visitor at Roosevelt Field, coming here for a 
conference with Harry Hublitz, manager of the Skyview Lines of which 
Mr. Stout is also president. 


Mr. Stout appeared very enthusiastic about the future of aviation 
in Florida. In 1920 he came here with Cornelius Vanderbilt, and at- 
tempted to establish a landing field in all the larger cities in Florida. 
He later started one of the first flying companies in the state, operat- 
ing between Miami and Tampa, and indicated while here that he intends 
to go right on developing aviation in the state, because of the unmatched 
facilities it has for year round flying. 


During a conversation at the field he said, ““What we are all working 
for throughout the nation is larger, more luxurious and safe planes 
capable of making fast time so that one may leave New York in the 
evening and arrive at Palm Beach the following morning, sleeping as 
comfortably as a baby in a cradle and eliminating the tediousness of 
travel.” 


“Another important factor in aviation,” continued Mr. Stout, “is the 
rapid improvements that are being made each year. It won’t be long 
before the airplane will be used as much as the auto by private individ- 
uals, due to the improvements that will be made in the handling and 
steering devices of the aircraft, making them practically fool proof.” 


Speaking of aviation potentialities in Florida, Mr. Stout stated that 
it would not be long before huge air liners would be making regular 
trips from the continent of North America to the continent of South 
America, with Florida as the main base of operations. 

He stated that this was due to Florida’s stiategic location between 
the two continents, its marvelous climate and its peculiar elongated 
shape, offering protection to craft flying to Cuba, the West Indies, and 
thence to South America. He said that this was no idle dream, but 
that it would not be long before such lines would be in actual operation. 

Another important factor which is developing along with aviation, 
although at a faster pace, is radio. According to Mr. Burgess, in charge 
of station W. O. E. at Rainbo pier, it is quite possible to locate an air- 
plane at most any altitude in the air or at any distance off the coast, 
providing the airplane to be communicated with has radio of sufficient 
power to send a message a long distance. 

He stated that by far the most complete equipment ever carried by 
any aircraft, was that installed in the huge Zeppelin, “Bremen,” which 
visited this country, coming across the ocean from Germany not long 
ago. He asserted that from the time the huge craft left Germany 
until it landed at Lakehurst, N. J., it kept in constant communication 
with the outside world, and as it settled in the hangar at Lakehurst 
the operators were still communicating with Germany.

HE two focal points of interest last week for the winter colon- 
ists were the Palm Beach Golr Viub, where the nineteenth 
annual Lake Worth tournament was staged, and the Palm 
Beach Country Club, the scene oc the third annual meet of the 
Artists’ and Writers’ Golr association. The first Lake Worth 
tourney was staged in 1911, nmeteen years ago, and among its 
entrants through the years have been some of the most famous 
names in the annals of golf, including George Wright, “father of Amer- 
ican golf,’ who in 1890, played in the tivst formal American golf game 
ever played in this country. This took place in K'ranklin Park, Boston. 
Mr. Wright is founder and president o1 the tirm oc Wright & Ditson. 

In the 1919 meet Alfred Morrell captured the title, with M. A. Car- 
roll of Oshkosh, Wis., coming in as runiuces up. Mr. Wright was entered 
in this year’s tournament for the sixteenth consecutive time. 

Charles Minot Amory, who was also cutered in this year’s meet, was 
the 1920 winner, with Harry Payne Uingnam runner-up. During that 
year M. A. Carroll was winner of tie iiedal round. Two years later 
the laurels fell to William B. Langiord of Lake Worth, the runner-up 
being Oscar Schaeffer. Mr. Langtord was also entered in this year’s 
tournament. Hugh L. Willoughby, Jr., was cnampion in 1924. In 1928 
George Voight took the laurels, while iast year they fell to the lot of 
Arthur Yates of Rochester, N. Y. 

Monday morning found Palm Beach enveioped in a fog which hamp- 
ered the early starters in the Lake Worth event. A. Yates won the 
medal round in the qualifying play by a margin of three strokes over 
his nearest competitors, Gordon Taylor and Jack Butler, his score being 
seventy-one; Taylor and Butler each turning in a seventy-four. 

Yates went out in thirty-seven and came in in thirty-four, his second 
nine being made up entirely of fours, with the exception of threes on 
the thirteenth and eighteenth. His final score of seventy-one is one 
stroke better than his previous record for the course, made a week ago 
yesterday.
